I  have  much  pleasure  in  recommending  Dr.  James 
Bodgee  to  the  favourable  notice  of  the  Managers  of  the 
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Royal  Infirmary  as  a  candidate  for  the  office  of  Patho¬ 
logist,  now  vacant. 

As  Dr.  Rodger  has  been  connected  with  me  for  several 
years  as  my  Assistant  in  the  University,  it  is  my  duty  to 
state  what  I  know  of  him,  and  I  do  so  with  pleasure.  He 
is  a  Master  of  Arts  in  our  University.  He  was  one  of  my 
best  students,  and  took  the  highest  honours  in  my  class. 
When  he  graduated  in  1865,  he  took  the  highest  honours 
both  in  Medicine  and  Surgery.  In  consequence  of  these 
distinctions,  and  of  what  I  saw  of  his  character,  I  selected 
him  for  the  Demonstratorship  of  Anatom}^  and  offered  it 
to  him,  unsolicited,  on  the  day  of  his  graduation.

The  office  of  Pathologist  is,  or  ought  to  be,  a  very  im¬ 
portant  one  in  a  medical  school,  and  I  consider  Dr.  Rodger 
to  be  well  qualified  for  it,  both  on  general  and  on  special 
grounds.  Besides  his  solid  acquaintance  with  the  more 
ordinary  branches  of  professional  knowledge  and  practice, 
he  has  studied  Pathology  specially  in  the  great  Pathological 
Schools  of  Berlin  and  Vienna,  under  Professors  Virchow 
and  Rokitansky,  the  two  greatest  Pathologists  of  the  age  ;

to  whom  modern  Pathology  chiefly  owes  its  existence ;  he 
knows  the  microscope  and  its  relations  both  to  healthy  and 
morbid  anatomy ;  and  his  familiarity  with  Anatomy,  and 
experience  in  practical  teaching,  must  add  greatly  to  his 
utility  as  Pathologist  to  an  Hospital. 

I  may  add  that  I  entertain  a  high  opinion  of  Dr. 


Rodger’s  character  as  a  man.  He  is  one  who  will  seek  to 
rise  only  by  honourable  means,  and  who,  I  have  no  doubt, 
will  rise  steadily  to  a  high  and  genuine  position  in  his  pro¬ 
fession.
